Peokloa Report. 

According to the report of Pen- 
sion Examiner A. T. Wood, 
there are in Kentucky twenty -five 
widows who still receive pen- 
sions for tha war of 1812. There 
are no survivois in the war of 
1812, and the widows receive but 
98 per month. For the Indian 
wars three survivors and twenty 
widows receive pensions. There 
There are 916 survivors of the 
Mexican war in Kentucky who 
receivo pensions and <t07 widows. 
Tha Civil war has the largest list 
to its credit, there being 5,669 
survivors and widows who 
reoeita puniow. 

About |i;O09,QO0 is distribut- 
ed ananally UunMigh the Louis- 
ville office in pensions, and out 
of this 628 survivors of the Span- 
ish-American war are supplied 
and 211 widows. 

It will be noticed that in the 
earlier wars the widows outnum- 
ber the veteran by a large major- 
ity, while in the later wars the 
veterans outnumber the widows. 
The reason assigned for this is 
that veterans marry young wives, 
and it is probable that in tweiity 
or thirty years from now the wid- 
ows who receive pensions will 
reatly outnumber veterans of
